On to p o f the nine burglaries in the 
no rthwestern part o f the city last 
Mo nday night co mes the repo rt that 
two mo re ho mes in Rushv ille hav e 
been entered in the last two nights. 
Last night late a burglar had all but 
bro ken into the ho me o f Mr. and Mrs. 
Prank Wo rster at 630 West Third 
street, when he was frightened away 
and barely escaped being sho t. 
The 
night prev io us a burglar bro ke into 
the ho me o f Mr. and 
Mrs. So rrell 
Mo o re, at 619 No rth Mo rgan street 
and escaped with fifty cents after a 
tussle with Mr. Mo o re. 
James Wo rster, the so n o f Mr. and 
Mrs. Wo rster wias awakened late last 
night by a no ise in the back part o f 
the ho use. 
He awakened his father, 
who went to ex amine and fo und that 
a man was attempting to enter the 
ho use thro ugh a back windo w. 
Mr. 
W o rster searched fo r his sho tgun, in­ 
tending to fill the ro bber with sho t, 
but co uld no t remember where he had 
left it. 
When he struck a match to 
find the gun, the burglar saw the light 
and fled acro ss to ward the L. E. & 
W. depo t. Mr. Wo rster did no t giv e 
chase. 
Early Thursday mo rning, So rrell 
Mo o re was awakened by the fire bell 
and jumped up with the intentio n o f 
go ing to the fire. 
He leaped o ut o f 
bed o nto the flo o r and came face to 
face with a thief. 
It so happened 
that the ro bber had the v ery thing 
which Mo o re wanted—his pants. 
It 
also happened that the ro bber was 
just in the act o f searching the po ck­ 
ets, when Mo o re to o k a part in the 
pro cedure. 
A fight began, each attempting to 
gain co ntro l o f the 
pants. 
They 
wrestled abo ut o v er the ro o m, until 
the burglar finally managed to escape 
thro ugh the windo w by which he had 
entered, but he did no t get the pants. 
He go t that fo r which he was search­ 
ing, fifty cents in the pants po cket. 
Mo o re did no t run after him. He lat­ 
er fo und that the thief had o v erlo o k­ 
ed a ten do llar bill, secreted in the 
ho use.

Fo r so me time the o fficers hav e been 
no ticing his strange actio ns, but it 
was no t until Thursday that his co n­ 
ditio n became such that they were 
fo rced to place him in jail fo r safe 
keeping. Just as so o n as wo rd is re­ 
ceiv ed fro m the bro ther it is tho ught 
an insanity inquest will be held and 
witho ut Linv ille is greatly impro v ed 
he will pro bably be sent to the State 
institutio n fo r the insane at Rich­ 
mo nd, where he will be cared fo r.

Sho rtly befo re that he 
dispo sed o f all o f his po ssessio ns in 
Shelby co unty and came to the ho me 
o f his daughter to liv e. Besides Mrs. 
Spellman, he is surv iv ed by o ne so n 
and fiv e daughters, two o f this co un­ 
ty , Mrs. Minnie Sulliv an and Mrs. 
Luev Dv er. 


Geo rge Go rdo n Bennett, 
arrested 
here last Sunday fo r the alleged theft 
o f $529 and who was taken back to 
Charlesto n, West Virginia, 
leav ing 
here Wednesday ev ening, to answer 
to ¡the charge, arriv ed here this mo rn­ 
ing fro m Charlesto n a free man and 
asserting that the charge was “fak ­ 
ed” iand was no thing mo re than a 
“shake-do wn.” He declares that the 
real o fficials o f 
Charlesto n 
wo uld 
hav e no thing to do with the charge, 
and that Strader, the man who was 
here and the o ne who is alleged to 
hav e lo st the $529 had to reso rt to a 
little o ut-o f-the-way justice o f the 
peace co urt, to hav e the charge made. 
He say s that the o fficial, who was 
here, was no thing mo re than a depu- 
ty -co nstable, framed up by the jus­ 
tice o f the peace and who nev er wo re 
a badge in his life. 
Bennett is full o f epiteths which he 
applies to the o fficials o f Rushv ille 
and Charlesto n. 
He asserts that be 
fo und 
the 
mo ney o n the 
flo o r o f 
Straders gaming (ho use, (and, aio t 
kno wing to who m it belo nged, to o k it. 
He o penly declared that Strade» was 
a cro o k and ran a wide-o pen ho use 
in Charlesto n where he declares there 
tare elev en licensed gaming 
ho uses. 
Bennett say s that he do es no t care 
abo ut the Charlesto n end, but he re­ 
gretted v ery much that 
he was ar­ 
rested here, when the 
charge was 
purely a faked o ne. 
The lo cal man declares that Strad­ 
er did no t care whether o r no t he ev en 
go t him into co urt, but that all he 
wanted was 
his 
mo ney . He 
av ers 
that he paid Strader $300 here and 
that the Charlesto n man ageeed to 
call the deal square at that. But to 
satisfy the alleged “fly ” co nstable, 
he must at least start fo r Charles­ 
to n. 
Bennett say s that the o fficial had 
requisitio n papers, but ev en at that, 
he did no t hav e to go back to Char­ 
lesto n. 
He declares that the co n­ 
stable gav e him o ppo rtunity to “dig” 
sev eral times and at Cincinnati al­ 
lo wed him to get o ne 
blo ck away , 
while he was in a barber sho p. 
The 
lo cal man alleges that the 
o fficial 
ev en to ld him o nce that he co uld 
“set” sail if he desired, that he wo uld 
square the charge at Charlesto n. 
Bennett say s that he will hav e let­ 
ters and papers here fro m Charlesto n 
in a few day s to pro v e his assertio ns. 
He declares that he has asked sev er­ 
al pro minent po liticians to write a 
letter o f ex planatio n here so that he 
may be cleared.

Thro ugh a statement made to the 
detectiv e department by Vance Deery , 
•Co rdia Martin o f Greenfield, Ind., and 
Dan Williams o f Clev eland, are im­ 
plicated in the recent ro bbery o f the 
New Palestine (Ind.) bank and also 
are said to hav e co -o perated with 
Deery in fiv e “jo bs” in the State, last 
y ear, acco rding to an 
Indianapo lis 
dispatch o f this afterno o n. Martin is 
no w o n trial in the criminal co urt fo r 
the bank ro bbery . 
The first o f the series o f ro bberies, 
acco rding to Deery ’s co nfessio n, was 
in Greenfield, when he said, the three 
planned to ro b the interurban sta­ 
tio n. 
Martin, Williams and 
Deery 
went to the statio n in the night, but 
were frightened away by the night 
watchman. 
Later in the ev ening he and Martin 
returned to the statio n, where they 
are said to hav e gained <an entrance 
by fo rcing a windo w. Martin, he said 
used giant po wder to o pen the safe, 
but no thing was fo und. 
The seco nd ro bbery to o k place a 
sho rt time later at the Star-sto re, in 
Greenfield. 
Here, Deery said they 
to o k six suit cases filled with clo thes 
and carried them to Martin’s ho me, 
where they div ided the lo o t. 
The nex t ro bbery was in Greenfield, 
when the Lee C. Thay er department 
sto re was entered. 
Here Deery ac­ 
cuses Martin o f picking the 
lo cks. 
All three are said to hav e entered the 
place. 
Williams is said to hav e be­ 
co me frightened while in the sto re 
and to hav e left, altho ugh he shared 
in the plunder because he knew abo ut 
the ro bbery . 
Martin, acco rding to Deery , wo rk­ 
ed o n the co mbinatio n o f the safe 
witho ut any 
light and 
finally suc­ 
ceeded in getting it o pen by listening 
to the tumblers dro p. 
Six ty -sev en 
do llars in mo ney was sto len. 
The o peratio ns were then changed 
to Knightsto wn, where 
o ne o f th 
furniture sto res was entered and $9 7 
sto len. Here a windo w was bro ken to 
gain entrance to the place and Mar­ 
tin, Deery alleges, again o pened the 
safe by wo rking the 
co mbinatio n. 
The same night a po o lro o m was en­ 
tered in Knightsto wn by kicking in a 
rear do o r, and so me to bacco , candy 
and a small amo unt o f change was 
sto len. 
Martin, Williams and Deery 
were to gether in these two jo bs, ac­ 
co rding to Deerv .

ment o f the nav y and the 
appo intment

Felipe 
Carrera as its admiral. The wine had 
been sent by the Mo gul Banana co m­ 
pany o f New Orleans as a to ken o f 
amicable relatio ns —and certain co n­ 
summated deals —between that co m­ 
pany and the republic. 
Nex t to the ch ampagne th e credit 
o f the appo intment belonged to Do n 
Sabas Plá cido , the newly appo inted 
minister o f war. 
The sessio n had been signally te­ 
dio us; the business and the wine pro ­ 
digio usly dry . A sudden, prankish hu­ 
mo r o f Do n Sabas impelling him to 
the deed, spiced the grav e matters o f 
state with a whiff o f agreeable play ­ 
fulness. 
In the o rder o f business had co me 
a bulletin fro m the department o f (Mi­ 
la del Mar, repo rting the seizure by 
the custo m-ho use o fficers at the co ast 
to wn o f So lltas o f the slo o p Estrella 
de No che and her cargo o f dry go o ds, 
patent medicine, granulated sugar and 
three-star brandy . Also six Martini 
rifles and ten tho usand Hav ana cigars. 
Caught in the act o f smuggling, the 
slo o p and cargo was no w, acco rding 
to law, the pro perty o f the republic. 
Th e collector of customs, in making 
h is statement, departed from conven­ 
tional forms so far as to suggest th at 
th e confiscated vessel h e converted to 
th e use of th e government. Th e prize 
was th e first capture to th e credit of 
th e department for ten y ears. It oft­ 
en h appened th at government officials 
req uired transportation from point to

Ow­ 
ing to this defect, they are no t mov/ ed 
to laughter at the defo rmed, the fee­ 
ble-minded, o r the insane. Felipe Car­ 
rera was but half-witted. Therefo re, 
the peo ple o f So lltas called him “ el 
po brecito lo co ,” say ing that Go d had 
sent but half o f him to earth, retain­ 
ing the o ther. A so mber y o uth, glo w­ 
ering and speaking o nly at the rarest 
times, Felipe was but negativ ely lo co . 
He generally refused to answer 
all 
questio ns when o n sho re. He seemed 
to kno w that he was 
badly 
handi­ 
capped o n land where so many kinds 
o f understanding are needed, but o n 
the water few sailo rs who m Go d had 
entirely and carefully co mpleted co uld 
handle a sailbo at as well. He co uld 
sail a slo o p fiv e po ints nearer to the 
wind’s ey e than the best o f them.

States court h ere. Mrs. Emma Harris 
was convicted on th e ch arge of assist­ 
ing in luring women from West Vir­ 
ginia, and was sentenced to four y ears 
in th e prion at Leavenworth , Kan. Th e 
woman almost collapsed wh en sen­ 
tence was pronounced, and sh e filled

Bessie Green, one of th e h abitues of 
h er place, was sentenced to a y ear in 
th e prison for assisting in bringing in 
th e West Virginia girls. 
Jacob Port- 
ney , a Ch icagoan, found guilty of 
bringing a girl h ere on th e promise of 
marriage and th en placing h er in an 
evil resort, was sentenced to four 
y ears in th e Leavenworth penitentiary .

W ashington, Feb. 18 .—In a special 
m essage and throu gh the issu ance of 
fou r ex ecu tiv e orders, Mr. T aft disposed 
of the M innesota liq u or case that has 
bothered him and Secretary of the In­ 
terior B allinger for sev eral m onths. 
By the action of the president the 
“drou th” which threatened a large 
part of M innesota, inclu ding a part of 
the city of M inneapolis, will be av erted 
ana liq u or can be sold w ithou t federal 
Interference on land that was “Indian” 
bu t which is now largely settled by 
w hite men. 
T hrou gh his ex ecu tiv e orders the 
president abrogated the articles of the 
Indian treaties which forbade the sale 
of liq u or in the Indian cou ntry com pre­ 
hended in these treaties. 
In the special m essage the president 
recom m ends tha t congress enact legis­ 
lation necessary to protect the Indians 
from the introdu ction of liq u or into 
Indian cou ntry ov er which he ex er­ 
cises no au thority u nder treaties. 
He 
recom m ends tha t in this portion of the 
Indian cou ntry congress prov ide that 
in su ch part as is not inhabited by 
Indians, the prohibition prov ision be 
so changed tha t w hite men m ay hav e 
their own laws regu lating the traffic.

Subjects of Caucus Discussion, but

Place on the Program. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 18 .—Nex t T u es­ 
day night a joint cau cu s of hou se and 
senate D em ocrats will be held to con 
sider congressional and legislativ e ap­ 
portionm ent and other m atters. 
Mu ch to the astonishm ent of many , 
the Repu blicans of the senate joined 
w ith the D em ocrats in passing u nani­ 
mou sly the Beal-Shiv ely em ploy ers’ li­ 
ability bill, a new m easu re which was 
decided on a t a Dem ocratic senate cau ­ 
cu s. 
The passagp of the new bill was 
m ade possible by attaching it as an 
am endm ent to the Shiv ely bill, No. 
19 2, afte r all of the la tte r had been 
stricken ou t a fte r the enacting clau se. 
As the Shiv ely bill had already been 
adv anced throu gh second reading, it 
was possible to consider it a t once on 
third reading. 
The new bill is a com­ 
bination of w hat the D em ocratic cau ­ 
cu s regarded the m ost desirable parts 
of the bills introdu ced by Senators 
Beal and Shiv ely on the em ploy ers’ 
liability q u estion. 


Provisions of the Bill. 
The new bill prov ides tha t the bu r­ 
den of prov ing tha t an inju red or kill­ 
ed employ e did not u se du e care and 
diligence shall be on the defendant. 
No employ e shall be held to hav e been 
gu ilty of negligence or contribu tory 
negligence “by reason of the assu m p­ 
tion of the risk thereof in any case 
■where the v iolation by the em ploy er 
or his, its or their agents or employ es, 
of any ordinance or statu te enacted, or 
of any ru le, regu lation or direction 
m ade by any pu blic officer, bu reau or 
com m ission, was the cau se of inju ry 
or death of su ch em ploy e.” In actions 
brou ght against the em ploy er it shall 
not be a defense that the dangers or 
hazards inherent or apparent in the 
em ploy m ent in which su ch inju red em ­ 
ploy e was engaged contribu ted to the 
inju ry . 
The senate com m ittee on Ju diciary 
B m ade short work of three bills con­ 
cerning civ il cou rt practice.

W hat is there wrong abou t the bill 
w hich will go down in Indiana legis­ 
lativ e history as bill No. 105, against 
whici! there has been the m ost d eter­ 
m ined corporation lobby ev er known 
in Indiana politics? 
Nobody has y et 
v olu nteered on the floor of either 
hou se any specific objection to it. 
W hat is there right abou t it? 
No­ 
body has y et v olu nteered any specific 
defense of the bill, not ev en Senator 
Proctor, its father, who frankly ad­ 
m itted he cou ld not ex plain its prov i­ 
sions. 
R ight or wrong, the hou se R e­ 
pu blicans. assisted by m any Demo­ 
crats, am ended the bill six ty different 
way s and sent it back to the hou se 
com m ittee on corporations for conv al­ 
escence. 
Following is the bill in fu ll: 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the gen­ 
eral assem bly of the state of Indiana, 
tha t no corporation organized in any 
other state shall hav e or ex ercise any 
power, au thority or priv ilege in this 
sta te which is not possessed by cor­ 
porations of the sam e class organized 
in this stat<» . 
Sec. 2 
No corporation shall hav e or 
ex ercise any power, au thority or priv i­ 
lege in this state which it does not 
hav e in the state in which it is incor­ 
porated, and su ch corporation is here­ 
by ex pressly prohibited from doing 
any thing in this state which it m ight 
not law fu lly do in the state of its in­ 
corporation. 


Public Accounting Law. 
Changes of im portant natu re w ere 
m ade in the senate bill to am end the 
u niform pu blic accou nting law by the 
hou se com m ittee on ju diciary , which 
filed its report. 
The relations of the 
chief ex am iner and the two depu ties 
are changed so tha t they shall hav e 
eq u al power, ex cept as to m em bership 
on the board of accou nts, and shall 
constitu te the state board of ex am in­ 
ers. 
The salary of the m em ber to be 
designated the chief ex am iner was re­ 
du ced from $4,000 a y ear to $3,500 a 
y ear, and the salaries of the depu ties 
w ere left a t $3,000 a y ear each. 
The 
state board of accou nts, com posed of 
the gov ernor, au ditor of state and the 
chief ex am iner, was preserv ed. 
T hat part of the present law which 
prov ides that the reports of the ex am ­ 
iners shall constitu te prim a facie ev i­ 
dence in su its to recov er on show ing 
made, was changed so that the repbrts 
sha ll not constitu te su ch ev idence, bu t 
m ay be filed and u sed as ex hibits, as 
ex hibits are filed and u sed in other 
civ il su its.
